'I'he meteorologist 
in charge of the weather hiireaii otllee 
ill Kiiiisn.s City, Mo., recently re¬ 
ported : 

“'I’lie demand for a road reporting 
service is quite general and Insistent 
and it will continue so, increasingly, 
until dirt roads become an anachron¬ 
ism. Tills ollice estiihlished a road or 
highway reporting service .April 1 of 
tills year and. without exaggeration, 
it is e(|uiil to the most practical ser- 
ilce wlilcli our ofllce otherwise can 
perferm. It amounts to the direction 
of piitdic motor travel, and persons 
start or postpone trips us we advise.”

(iiicted wltli emergency money until 
the end of the war. 'rtiongli congress 
ramie no iqiproprlatlon for Its continu¬ 
ance dtiring the present fiscal year, 
the demand for It was sucli that tlie 
department is endeavoring to continue 
It without special funds to meet the 
expense.

While there l.s 
tK' diri-i-t evidence on this point, he 
wii-; [irohatdy a white man and a Jew. 
'I lie (■ ly of (fyrene, from which he 
orui.e. ’.la.s In ntirthern Africa, hut it 
v.ti*. a Hreek city and the Jews were 
setile<i ’here in large numbers. Simon 
was a J.'wlsh nutuH and not likely to 
have ticvii borne hy a native African. 
St. Murk spoaks of him as one Slrnfiti, 
a Fyronlan, the father of .AK-xander 
and Kufus, both of whom were woll- 
kiiown Jews and white. The curious 
thing about .Simon's carrying the cross 
on wliii’ii Jesus wu.s to be crucified 
WHS that he tuid no'hing to do with the 
fipoceedings liefore I’tmtius Pilate, aid 
WHS forced Into the service of carrying 
the aross. Matthew, after de.scribing 
tlie trial and the .surrender of Jesus to 
the crowd, says; "And they came out, 
and tliey found a man of Cyrene, 
.Simon by name; him they coinpell'-d 
to hear His cross." Murk .says: “.And 
they eomj.i'Hed one .Simon, a (^yrenian, 
who pu'-'cd by. coming out of tlie 
country, the father of .Alexander and 
Kufus. to hear His cross.” Luke says: 
“.And 's they led Him away they laid 
hold on one Simon, a Cyrenlau. coming 
out of the country, and on him they 
Laid the cross, thnt he might hear it 
for Jesus." Tlie.se accounts indh’.nto 
that the crowd met Simon by clianca 
anil that he was pre.ssed into the serv¬ 
ice of carrying the err'ss. 

GLD BAT HISTORICAL RELIC 

Bowdoin College Treasures Memento 
of Baseball Game Played Over 
Half a Century Ago. 

A note In a current American news¬ 
paper has pecullnr Interest for all 
tliose American citizens who are in¬ 
terested in the national game. B"W- 
diiin college has come into possession 
of Ihe baseball hat. long In the kee]>- 
Ing of the Maine HtstoH.'al society, 
which was use<l more than fifty years 
ago in the first game ever played be¬ 
tween that college and an outside 
team. The old hat. made of spruce, 
on the very day of the game. Is about 
the size of the hats stH! In use. and. 
If the college had won the game, 
would doubtless have remained ex’er 
since in a collegiate a'tuosphere. P'Ut 
the Sunrise team, made up of boys 
from the town of Bninswick, defeated 
the collegians, in that day of long 
R-'orcs. to The tune of 4d to 4J. and the 
hat. inscribed with the names of all 
the players, went to the winners. Lat¬ 
er they gave It to the historical so¬ 
ciety, which now pre.-etit.s It to the 
college. Rut in IttiiO no one of the 
players could have foreseen a time 
when what is said to he the oldest 
.hnsehall bat in the country would he 
Bn object of natlon.al interest.—Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor. 

Raising Birds In Capt vity. 

The first attempts to p- >duce a do¬ 
mestic siipiily of parr'vrs and cockatoos 
were made with Incubators. This wa.s 
unsuccessful. The eggs hatched, but 
the bab.v birds perishml for lack of 
riother's care In feeiling them, all 
j’Oiinc birds of the parrot fnmil.r being 
fed fn'in the parent bird's crop, like 
dovt-s or plgeon.s. F.fforts were made 
to fee<i the inout)ntor-hntche<l birds by 
hand, but to raise a single parrot by 
this method almost required t'.ie serv¬ 
ices of a spiv'lal nurse. Setting par- 
rot.s and cockatoos were then tried, 
and with greater success. The nesting 
room is virtiiall.r an artificial Jungle 
In which the •emperature is kept at 
no degrees F. Humidity Is main¬
